Witnesses: at the Fire Inquest 
Tell How Crowds Were Held

Although only a few of the many witnesses 
summoned had been heard when yesterday's 
session of the coroner’s jury ended, enough 
had been told to show something of the gross 
violations of the city ordinances by the 
Iroquois theater. These violations were in 
the’main such as must have been apparent 
even on a cursory inspection by those whose 
Guty it was to enforce the ordinances. 
The jurors until now have been content 
with securing a description of conditions 
as they existed. Later they will ask why 
these conditions were allowed. When all 
the, conditions which contributed to make 
the death harvést possible have been ascer- 
tained, they will seek the identity of the 
persons responsible for those conditions, 


Then they will recommend procedure against 


them. j 
Some of the Lews Violated. 

Here are some of the violations of city 
ordinances which the testimony already 
heard has disclosed: 

The ordinance requires that ventilators in 
the roof of stage be operated by wires and 
batteries and controlled by two switch- 


Loards, one in the ticket office andoneonthe © 


stage. 

Engineer Robert E. Murray testified that the 
ventilator over the Iroquois stage was con-— 
trdlled only from the stage. It was closed dur- 
‘ing the fire. 

The ordinance roquires that at each switch 
controlling the ventilators there shall be iae 
sign, “ Move switch to left in case of fire to 
get smoke out of’the building.” 

Engineer Murray had seen no such sign at the

PR-TROACTIVE IN EFFECT. 


Under It Two-thirds of the 
Honses Need Rebuilding Be- 
fore Reopening. 


With one or two vital points still in need of 
revision the council committee of aldermen

Carried Out a Chorus Girl. 


The men members of the double octet that 
was performing when the fire broke out were 
questioned during the morning. Their stories 
were similar to thase told by the women yes- 
terday. “‘ Cut and run,”’ was the policy ‘each 
appeared to have followed when danger ap- 
peared. The story told by J. E. Strouse was 
typical of the others. He was the partner of 
Miss Williams, who fainted, and assisted her 
out. Strouse went to the stage door leading 
to the alley at the north of the theater. 

My partner fainted while we were dancing. The 
other people of the octet started to leave the stage, 
and I picked her up.

‘IRON GATES BEFORE EXITS.

Dusenberry testified that two pairs of iron 
gates, four to five feet high, barred the front 
exits, locked securely with a padlock which 
required a key to open. It was only after 
the arrival of the firemen that the gates 
were taken down. 

Mr. Fulkerson declared he had seen the 
gates after the fire, still standing and show- 
ing signs of having been battered by the 
axes of the firemen. |

Shal. 

“We are not considering fire risks,” said 
Louis Sullivan, raising the matter of super- 
vision by the underwriters. ‘‘ We are con- 
sidering measures to provide safety. The 
underwriters are not the persons to give ap- 
proval.”’ 

A majority of the provisions passed on by 
the committee had tmmediate reference to 
fire appliances in the theaters. It was deter- 
mined that every house must have two unt- 


performance. These firemen must make an 
inspection of all fire apparatus and all exits 
before the theater opens each day, and be 
certain that everything is in working order. 

‘The same men are not to remain in one 
theater longer than two weeks. Then they 
will be transferred to another house. They 
will be required to report daily to the fire 
marshal: 

‘In addition to the sprinklers, each theater 
will have to be equipped with a system of 
standpipes and hose reels.

The orig- 
inal draft of the ordinance provided that the 
seenery should be painted with fireproof 
paint, but in the revision this clause was 
changed to read that the frames should be 
SO painted. 

+ Two Systems of Lighting. 

| Two systems of lighting, entirely independ- 
ent of each other, must be used. The exit 
and passageway ligtits must be separate 
from the lights throughout the rest of the 
house. Some of the theaters already are 
connecting with outside supply wires to be 
used’ as well as the power from their own 
dynamos. 

‘Exits also must show red lights. None of 
these exit lights may be dark at any time 
during a performance or until the audience 
has. left the theater entirely. 
The exits, especially the emergency exits 
and fire escapes form one of the subjects 
which will have to be decided on definitely 
this afternoon. Some of the experts, Mr. 
Sullivan especially, believe that. the inclosed 
fire escape is the only safe emergency exit. 


Street and Alley Facings. 
. This question also involves the pgint of 
street and alley facings. Amendments to 
the first draft of the new law have been sug- 
gested, one being dictated by Mr. Sullivan. 
This probably will be passed. It provides as 
follows: 

“All buildings of class V. shall be so lo- 
cated that they adjoin two public thorough- 
fares, and the audience room, together with 
the stage, shall be surrounded on four sides 
by open spaces or inclosed fireproof passage- 
Ways, and such open spaces or inclosed 
Passageways shall connect directly with 
Said thoroughfares. Such passageways shall 
ibe maintained at all times free of obstruc- 
tion. These open spaces, or inmclosed fire- 
proof passageways, shall provide not less 
than twenty inches in clear wigth @or each 
100 persons using the same, an@ the number 
of the persons shall be computed from the 
mumber of seats adjoining all aisles leading 
to the same. In no event shallan open space 
or inclosed passageway be less than five fect 
in widtit,.”’ 

|. Passageway Around Theater. 
_/The purpose of this provision is to give 
an outside or inclosed fire escape around the 
body of the theater, with a minimum width 
of five feet, with stairways leading directly 
to a thoroughfare. The inclosed fire escape,

| The system of exits, emergency and ordi- 
nary, which is being planned, will make im- 
possible, it is thought, any recurrence of 
‘the Iroquois disaster, where people were un- 
able to find exits and unable to get out by 
‘them.

MEMORIAL MEETING. - 


Principal Lawrence Declares Halls, 
Leeture Rooms, and Churches 
peatedly Have Been Overcrowded

“ School halls repeatedly have been packed 
with audiences under conditions that were 
highly dangerous. So have lecture rooms, 

neert halls, and churches. There are few 
places of in the city properly 
safeguarded.? 

This denunciation of the practice of over- 
crowding school halls was made by Prin- 
cipal William M. Lawrence of the Ray school 
yesterday morning at the memorial meeting 
_for the thirty-nine public school teachers and 
the 102 pupils who perished in the Iroquois 
theafer, held in the auditorium of the Nor- 
mal school, Sixty-eighth street and Stewart 
avenue. It was made in the presence of offi- 
cilals of the board of education and 1,200 
teachers, friends, and relatives of the school 
board’s dead. 

* Merciless accusations mingled with tears 
at the meeting. The audience listened in 
stlence to the efilogies of the dead and to the 
acrid indictment of those responsible for the 
fatality. 

Blames Human Wrongdoing. 

After characterizing the Iroquois fire as 
an “unmitigated .horror,’’ occurring as it 
did in a “modern theater, advertised as 
absolutely fireproof,’’ Principal Lawrence 
declared: 

“We know it was human weakness and 
wrongdoing that brought it. upon us; that 
it was not a visitation of divine wrath, but 
the direct and logical outgrowth of human 
perversity. So, while it is time for investiga- 
tions, for trials, and judicial decisons and 
penaltes, yet, with it all, reason should 


While legal justice should be duly meted 
out. the moral guikt never can rest entirely 
upon those who were in charge of the ill 
fated playhouse. We all must in some de- 
gree share it with them. We cannot plead 
ignorance of the risks and dangers of fire.”’ 


Tells of Work Undone. 


Supt. Edwin G. Cooley presided at the meet- 
ing, which was opened with the singing. of 
“Lead Kindly Light.” This was followed 
by prayer by Dr. Arnold Tompkins, principal 
of the Normal! school. Dr. Tompkins said 
that if the teachers in the theater had time 
to voice one regret before the flames swept 
them down it would have been to express 
their sorrow at leaving their noble work un- 
done. 

The prayer was followed by the song “ Just 
as I Am,”’ by Miss Adele Blauer. 

Supt. Cooley was the next speaker. Hesaid 
that each day the list of the dead teachers 
and pupils grows. 

“The schools of Chicago have been hard 
hit,”” he said. ‘In the list of; the dead are 
to be found principals, high school teachers, 
special and elementary teachers, pupils, and 
graduates. We have lost many of our bright- 
est and our best. They can little be spared." 

No Trustees Are Present. 

Mrs. Isabelle O'Keeffe, who was to have 
been the next speaker, was unable to be 
present, and consequently the school board 
Was not represented at the meeting. , 

After the audience had sung “ Jesus, Lover 
of My Soul,” addresses were made by Miss 
Nellie Duffy of the Von Humboldt school, 
District Superintendent Alfred Kirk, Miss 
Florence Holbrook of the Forestville school, 
and Miss Mary A. Crowe of the Raymond 
school. Mrs. John Smulski sang ‘“* O, Divine 
Redeemer,’ and then Miss ‘Belle Helm, a 
Felsenthal school, read a 
poem written in memory of the teachers who 
perished. The meeting closed with the sing- 
ing of *“‘ Nearer, My God, to Thee.”’

Relatives of Those Who Per- 


ished Form an Organiza- 
tion to Prosecute. 


ARTHUR HULL CHAIRMAN. 


Meeting in Monadnock Block; 
Theater Owners and City 
Officials Scored. 


A preliminary organization of relatives of 
victims of the Iroquois theater fire was ef- 
fected yesterday afternoon at a meeting held 
in the offices of the Western Society of En- 
gineers in the Monadnock building. 

The meeting was held in response to a call 
sent out Thursday morning by Arthur E. 
Hull, asking that concerted action be taken 
by the relatives and survivors to cause the 
speedy prosecution and punishment of any 
who are criminally responsible for the disas- 
ter /and learn if possible who are financially 
liable for claims that may be entered. Mr. 
Hull lost his wite and ghree children in the 
fire. | 
Long before 3 o'clock, the time set for the 
meeting, many fathers, mothers, brothers, 
sisters; and near relatives of victims began 
togather. Nearly every seat was taken when 
the meeting was called to order.. There were 
perhaps 125 people present, among whom 
over a hundred lost near relatives in the fire. 


Mr. Hull Elected Chairman. 


Attorney W. J. Lacey announced the object 
of the gathering by reading the call, and 
suggested the formation of a temporary or- 
ganization. Mr. Hull was elected chairman 
and Edward T. Noble secretary. 

On taking the chair Mr. Hull spoke briefly 
of his reasons for calling the meeting. 

‘The last time I saw my wife and little 
ones,” he said, “‘ was on the morning of the 
fire. I did not know until late inthe evening 
that they had perished in the flames. There 
are many others who have suffered as deeply 
as I have on account of this horror. There 
are some families, perhaps, whose nftans of 
support have been wrested from them. There 
is suffering and sorrow throughout this great 
city. It is my desire that we work together 
in the effort to find out who the men are that 
are criminally and financially responsible for 
our ‘terrible loss and bring them before the 
bar of justice. 

“It was the duty of the contractors who 
built the Iroquois theater to see that the 
building was complete in every detail before 
turning it over to the management. This, in 
my opinion, establishes their responsibility. 
The architect may also be held responsible./ 

“As to the building Inspector, I think he 
should be prosecuted to the fullest extent of 
the law. It was his failure to hold the man- 
agement to a strict adherence to the law that 
brought about the destruction of nearly 600 
precious lives. We have recourse to the 
courts of justice. Let us stand together and 
see that punishment is meted out to the 
guilty.’’ 


Attorney T. D. Knight Speaks. 


Chairman Hull then called for an expres- 
sion from his attorney, Thomas D. Knight. 
who spoke as follows: 

‘*Mr. Hull’s object in calling this meet- 
ing is to place the responsibility where it 
belongs, not upon the scene shifter and the 
stage hands, but upon the men high in au- 


‘thority—the management and owners of the 


theater. They are the men he regards as 
financially and criminally lable for the dis- 
aster that destroyed his family and families 
of many of those present here today. It was 
Mr. Hull who caused the arrest of Mr. Davis 
and Mr. Powers of the theater management 
and Building Commissioner Williams. As 
Mr. HulJ is so deeply affected by his loss he 
has req ed me to state that it is his de- 
sire that a permanent organization be ef- 
fected. | 

“I bejieve an executive committee should 
be appointed to ascertain just what is best 
to be’ done and do it. I would suggest also 
the appointment of subcommittecs on civi! 
authority, permanent organization, 
finance. This last committee would be an 
important adjunct of this organization. It 
should be the aim of the fiance committee 
io learn how many families are destitute as 
a result of‘the loss of their-means of support 
in the fire, and see that they are provided for. 
There are plenty of men of wealth in the city 
today who would gladly contribute to such 
a worthy cause. 


Coroner’s Work Thorough. 

**As to the question of who are financially 
responsible the coroner’s investigation has 
been thorough, careful, and fair. The cor- 
oner’s questioning has been co tent and 
complete in every respect. It ik probable 
that he will be able to determine just which 
men are to blame. Enough has been devel- 
oped already to prove that there was gross 
and culpable negligence on the part of the 
proprietors of that theater. 

‘“‘ As far as Klaw & Erlanger are concerned 
we have evidence connecting them already. 
The blaze that ignited the draperies and 
gecenery was proved to have come from the 
‘spot’ light, which was operated by an 
employé of the ‘Mr. Bluebeard’ company, 
which is owned by these men, who control the 
theatrical trust. If it can be shown that 
Mayor Harrison and other city officials by 
their negligence contributed to the loss, then 
they can aiso be held responsible. There is 
no doubt but that those who are liable can 
be attacked in the civil courts.”’ 


Remarks by Elizabeth Haley. 


A general discussion followed, during 
which Miss Elizabeth Haley, a sister of Miss 
Margaret Haley of the Chicago Teachers’ 
federation, residing at 419 Sixtieth place, 
arose and made some revelations in regard to 
the lack of fire protection in various public 
sahools of the city. She said: 

“I presume the gentleman who has just 
spoken is an attorney, and I would like to 
ask him if the men who allowed such crimi- 
nal conditions to exist—the mayor, aldermen, 
and city trustees—if they could nbdt be held 
liable, both civilly and criminally? I am a 
school teacher, and I would like to know if 
men who time after time have completely 
ignored reports about the absolute absence 
of fire protection in school buildings are not:

“To my personal knowledge reports have 
been made month after mohkth to them, and 
nothing was ever heard of them. I know of 
schools where there is no fire hose, no fire 
extinguisher, no fire apparatus of any kind, 
no fire alarms, no telephones, no fire escapes 


} —not a thing that would enable the hundreds 


of children to save their lives in the‘event 
of a fire. And these buildings are locked 
at 9 o'clock, with only one exit left open. 
Are not the mayor, the aldermen, and the 
trustees directly responsible for this state of 
things, and are they not the men who should 
be prosecuted along with the proprietors of 
that theater? 

“On Nov. 2 last the newspapers reported 
that a complaint had been made before the 
city council that the theaters were violating 
the laws. That report went to a subcom- 
mittee and has never been heard of since; 
and a day or two later Mayor Harrison came 
out with a statement in which he defied criti- 
cism and declared that there was no truthin 
the complaints. The whole thing strikes me 
as a splendid lesson in civics—that we cannot 
shirk our duty, even as high officials.” 

Miss Haley's statements aroused a storm 
of applause as she took her seat, and some 
one shouted: “ We want that woman on 
one of our committees.”

SMALL BOATS SWAMPED. 


Many Women and Children Vic- 
_tims—Survivor Tells of 
Work of Rescue. 


Port Townsend, Wash., Jan. 9.—Fifty-two 
persons were drowned yesterday afternoon 
by the sinking of the steamer Ciailam of the 
Seattie-Victoria fleet midway between Smith 
island and Dungéness in the straits of Juan 
de Fuca during a storm. . 

The terrific seas buffeted the ship and made 
life uncomfortable for ..os¢ on board, ut 
little alarm was felt until word was brought. 
up from below decks that the vessel was 
leaking, the waves having. broken in a dead 
light, through which the waser rushed, ex- 

-tinguishing the fires beneath its bollers and 
putting it at the mercy of a howling gale. 

BPyvery woman and child aboard perished: 
This was due to the desperate effort to save 
them in the lifeboats, which were capsized 
‘almost as soon as they were launched.

Bailers Set to Work. 


“From that time on the members of the 
crew and the few passengers who had volun- 
teered to remain aboard devoted themselves 
to the task of trying to save the vessel. The 
pumps were impotent. and three gangs of 
ballers were set to work. .In spite of their 
efforts the water gained on them, and they 
were about to resign themselves to their 
fate when the Richard Holyoke, one of the 
élx tugs which had been sent to the rescue 
from Port Townsend, hove in sight. 

A line was thrown aboard the tug, and witb 
fis. tow it started for Port Townsend. It 
made fair progress, and it seemed for a time 
that the Clallam, with the remainder of its 
crew and passengers, was to be saved. But 
the hull. of the ClaNam began to give way 
Before the terrific assaults of the waves. 


| Wreck Goes to Bottom. 

At 12:30 the Clallam went on her beam 
end and began sinking rapidly. At 1:07 she 
séttied and the tow lines were cut. A few 
minutes later she lurched and disappeared 
beneath the waves. By heroic efforts the 
crews of the twotugs saved the lives of near- 
ly all who remained aboard the Clallam. A 
few were swept away and perished in the 
blackness of the storm. 

The closing scene was eight miles north 
of Protection island, only a short distance 
north of Port Townsend and approximately 
thirty miles from Victoria. The Holyoke 
picked the Clallam up on Smjth’'s island. 
The survivors of the wreck were brought to 
Seattle at 5 o'clock tonight on the steamer 
Dirigo.

The. boats were promptly manned and 
launched and the women and children and 
such passengers as desired to.ieave were 
Diaced in them, competent crews being in 


~ The boats made off from the steamer safe- 
ty, but one after another they capsized and we 
were helpless to render them any assistance. 
They simply drowned before our eyes. 

“In the meantime crew and passengers 
were busy bailing and trying to stop the 
leak, but without succees. The bailing was 
kept up, however, and soon we were over- 
joyea to learn that a big tug had hold of us. 
The towboat started and made pretty good 
progress until it became apparent that it 
Was careening under us, then all hands went 
On deck, and ae the ill-fated packet listed we 
@raduaily crawled upon her exposed side, 
from where the brave fellows from the Hol- 
yoke rescued most of us.”’ ‘ 

Three bodies were, picked up by the steamer 
Bahata and life preservérs were about their 
bedies.

JUSTICE DEPENDS ON HE 


LAW NOT MAIN THING, SAYS NEW 


YORK DISTRICT ATTORNEY. 


Mr. Jerome Télls Merchants’ Clab at 
Auditorium Banquet That Bad Po- 
lice Officials Can Evade Almost 
Every Satute, While Good Ones Will 
Give Excellent Administration Un- 
der Any Code — Former Commis- 
sioner Piper Also Speaks.

eign birth coming to this country, the only 
type of justice that is held up to them is this 
mongrel stuff that formerly was corruptly 
administered by hack politicians who were 
not even required to be lawyers. Now this 
condition has in a measure passed away in: 
New York. 

“ And you gentlemen who do not come in 
contact with it do not know what it means 
to the poor devil who does not know anything 
about litigation except in these justice courts. 
He knows nothing of the higher courts. All 
the justice and administration of law to him 
is summed up and typified by the policeman 
and the minor criminal and civil court, and 
if they are corrupt and dishonest you are 
giving him an instruction in anarchy,” 


Justices Often Transferred. 

After describing the conditions which made | 
the New York police courts such a menace, 
largely due to an elective justice system, in 
which the justice was ciected in and held of- 
fice during his incumbency in one precinct, 
Mr. Jerome described a new plan, which is 
possible in Chicago under existing laws, but 
is rarely practiced—that of rotating police 
justices. He said: ‘ 

“ No judge was allowed to sit in one dis- 
‘trict day in and day out,@gd build up his 
‘ttle political machine in that district—let 
off all his heelers and crowd all the heelers 
of the other fellow to the wall. He had to 


wonderful to see how much more moral a’ 
man from the First district, down near 
the Battery, was as a judge in the Bronx 
than he was when he was adminjstering pure 
and undefiled justice down in the Battery 
districts. -It seemed that the’salubrity of 
the Harlem air, or something of that kind, 
changed the whole nature of the man. 


Only Lawyers Appointed. 

“And while that was an improvement, 
there was still left the old feature, which 
was radically bad, that any man could be 
appointed. We had this old fashioned and 
fallacious notion that what we wanted on 
the bench was men of practical horse sense 
~and not lawyers. Well, we got the men of 
horse sense, if you care to call it such, on 
the bench. Certainly they were not lawyers, 
end as a result under this appointive sys- 
tem they were always politicians, and the 
old system of politics crept right in again. 
We had our straw bondsmen and a man 
that ought to have been held to the higher 
court and sent to state’s prison for a serious 
felony would be fined $5 for disorderly con- 
duct because ‘he was right with the judge.’ 

“This condition went on until it became 
absolutely intolerable. There wae absolute- 
ly nothing in the court that approximated 
to dignity. Such a thing under those con- 
ditions was impossible. The judge was often 
not a partidularly clean man in his person. 
We stood it, we are a long suffering com- 
munity in New York. But we finally could 
stand it no longer. 


Good Class of Men on Bench. 


* The first thing to do was to try to find the 
man. It was thought that if we required 
lawyers to be appointed that would be a step 
in advance. It would certainly shut out a 
certain sype of ward politician, ang.as the 
best thing possible we said: ‘No man shall 
be appointed a civil magistrate who has not 
been practicing law for five years.’ 

“Then we said: ‘ We will pay him well; we 
will give him $7,000 a year and have him ap- 
pointed for ten years, and we will make him 
removable if he does not do right, and we 
will put the power of removal in the Appel- 
late division of the Supreme court of the 
state, to which any citizen can go and make 
a complaint that he is corrupt, or vicious, or 
doing wrong, and that court is a respectable 
and dignified court with us. So we provided 
every check we thought it possibile to provide 
in that way. Then we provided that a man 
who was a city magistrate should do no other 
business of any kind. Now, that is oyr sys- 
tem in regard to our minor criminal courts 
and it has worked well. We have succeeded 
in, getting a high class of men to take the 
office, men of prominence and social standing, 

ted men." 


Address by “Josiah Flynt.” 
“Josiah Flynt” Willard spoke of “‘ Chi- 
cago Police as Seen by Criminals.” 
“To show that Chicago is not the worst 
place in the world,”’ said Mr. Willard, “ I 
want to read you something that came to me 
recently. Here is an inspector of police of 
Boston, called before what would be a 
‘graft’ committee here, but what is called 
a ‘legislative’ committee there. He had 
been a policeman in. Boston for twenty-seven 
years, and finally decided he would squeal. 
“This is what he says: ‘In Boston the 
policemen did not have to stand tn with the 
thieves, for they did the stealing themselves, 
and the police headquarters was a fence, 
where the Joot was sold by: their superior 
officers.

_ Ought to “Put It Up to Police.” 

_“ We look upon Boston as perhaps better 
than other places. In my opinion I have 
never seen anything like that in Chicago. I 
think Chicago has a fair chance to take an 
even break with New York or any other 
eastern city, in its police business, but I do 
think that it is a sorry business on the part 
of the citizens here to allow professional 
criminals to make this their home or to letit 
be thought a hospitable city to their craft. It 
seems to me in place of letting the police put 
it up to you, the citizens themselves should 
put {t up to the police, andf you are not 
paying money enough to your police to stop 
this thievery, and to stop letting the thieves 
have any connection at all with your police, 
why then pay more. e 

| Reform “Putting Up the Dough.” 

**I believe a lot of this reform business is 
ae rgd a matter of putting up the ‘ dough ’ 
anid getting after these people; not sitting 
back and just talking. 

|“ Before coming out ‘here the other day 
I saw a man who knows this town well, used 
to be at one of your most famous private de- 
tective agencies here, an@I said,‘ What do 
you think of Chicago?’ ‘ Well,’ he said, ‘ if 
I were there and had tosay anything, I would 
tell them to find out your unknown criminal, 
your unknown thief, your big thief, wherever 
he may be (that is the great political grafter, 
if you like, or wherever you want to put it) 
rather than disturb that poor professional, 
‘who is, after all, a comparatively honest per- 
s0n in my opinion.’ 

Blames Men at “Head of Town.” 

“* So if I may be allowed to make sugges- 
tions, I would say the criminal looks upon 
this town as a cheap town as regards the 
expense that is put on the police, and that 
the men at the head of it, meaning nothing 
‘wrong personally for myself towards them, 
that they are not the men that should be 
there, and the fact that they are allowed 
to exist as professional criminals in this 


town, although they make a cover as bar- 


tenders during a temporary period of graft 
committee work, seems to me to indicate that 
something might be done if.you men and 
others cared to do it.”’ 


_ Patrolmen Can Stop Gambling. 

“ Violations of the law, such as gambling, 
etc., cannot exist on a post if the patrolman 
wants to stop it,” said former Deputy Police 
Commissioner Piper of New York. “ The 
man on the beat will stop it if the captain 
compels him to.’’ 

As second deputy commissioner, | Capt. 
Piper, who ig a former army officer; had 
in charge the discipline of the New York po- 
lice and in his address he especially empha- 
sized the need and value of discipline. | Lack 
of: discipline in the force, he said, w 1s one 
of the weaknesses of the Chicago 
system. 
Handle the force without gloves,’’ he 
advised. “ Hold the head of the department 
responsible for the entire department. 
you do that he will hold his inspectors up 
to the rack and they in turn will hold up 
the captains and so on down to the patrol- 
men. Chicago has the advantage of nine 
out of every ten cities in this country, You 
have an experienced policemah at the head 
of your department. Most other cities have 
a cheap politician there who knows) noth- 
ing of police business. Your man ought to 
be able to give you good results. 


, Chicago Needs a Larger Force. 

“ Three things are necessary to every good 
police force, and they are a superintendent 
absolutely removed from political influences, 
enough men, and good discipline. Chicage 
has not enough men. Before you can have 
g00d police service you will have to go down 
into your pockets for more money. 

** You pay your men well-$1,100 a year, I 
understand. See to it that, they give you 
$1,100 worth of service. Your proportion of 
patrolmen doing special duty is too great to 
‘the number of patrolmen actually traveling 
post. Your money is paying the salaries of 
watchmen at private institutions. id you 
know that? j 

‘* Your discipline, I believe, is poor, The 
report of your chief is that there were only 
260 men disciplined by the trial board last 
year. That proves one thing to me and 
hints at another. The one thing proved is 
that the commanding officers don’t pnt 
charges against the men when they ought to. 
The thing I suspect is that they are copliect- 
ing money for not putting charges against 
these men. It was that way in New York, 
and I suppose it is the same here. I'll war- 
rant I could go out into one precinct tonight 
and find twenty-five violations of the rules 
by patrolmen, violations which ought to be 
reported.”

Laws| Are Not Adequate. , 
“In Chicago,"’ gaid Mr. Jerome, “ you 
have the same three foes to fight that we 
have in New York City—gambling, the social 
evil, and the saloons. The laws are not ad- 
equate to reach these and nothing can be 
accomplished if ‘ constisutionality ’ is allowed 
to worry us. 'Let us be practical above all 
things; it’s mo use trying to read reform 
into a communtiy. 

“I think Chicago men are more practical 
thah those in New York City. They seem to 
be ‘ getting together ' here and when they see 
evil they lay’ plans at once to combat it. 
Your citizens’ committee is a step in the 
right direction. It will be avle to see viola- 
tions of your ordinances that might not be 
discovered by other agencies. 

“We must understand thatthe laws do not 
make reform+that work is done by public 
sentiment. a metropolis you can’t do 
things possible in a smaller place. In prose-: 
cuting reforms here you must take into con- 
sideration the bent or mind of the people. It 
is the ‘independent’ force ut work that 
makes most largely for improvement in this 
kind of an undertaking.” 
| Would Use Iroquois for Tests. 

In an addréss on “ Protection from Fire 
in Chicago’’ Mr. Freeman suggested that 
«we Iroquois theater be utilized by the city 
for the purpose of ascertaining the practi- 
cability of methods of preventing and ex- 
tinguishing fires in such buildings. 

“The Iroquois theater now is as badly 
affected by fire as it can be,”’ he said, “‘ and 
now is a ti when {t mighi be useful as 
a fire protection ‘laboratory.’ I should 
suggest that tests be made on the stage 
in order to find out just how large the ven- 
tilators should be, how the curtain should 
be arranged, and what it should be made of. 

“The prime essential, in my opinion, is 
not to seek to prevent fire, because that is 
impossible, but.to know how to extinguish 
it, I have found many things at fault in 
Chicago theaters, but I am not an alarmist 
and I am not going to say what they are. 
What I want to impress upon you is that 
scenery always MH be inflammable, elec- 
tric apparatus wfhl,be dafigerous, and em- 
ployés careless. All thege things must be 


are to reduce the loss of property. and life 
by fire to a minimum.” 


Judge Criticises Jerome. 


Judge E. F. Dunne expressed his opinion 
of the ‘Jerome method” of handling 
‘‘crooks’’’ when he was told this morning 
by Attorney Robert Cantwell,that Michael 
Kelleher, arrested for numerous robberies, 
had been roughly handled by a policeman at 
the Harrison street station.

‘The opinion I have expressed about Dis- 
trict Attorney Jerome is based upon the as- 
sumption that he was correctly quoted as 
saying that ‘most of the men charged with 
crime by us, when brought into court, bear 
evidence of réesisting an officer. We see to 
it that these;men do resist officers, or we 
force them to resist and then bring them in 
in fragments.” .

Railroad Company Is Accused by Dr. 
Cc. R. Henderson of Lawlessness in 
Disregarding Conditions at Ran- 
dolph Street—Thousands of Persons 
Compelled to Cross Tracks in Front 
of Trains and Policemen Are Kept 
Busy Protecting Women. 


As one result of the recent investigations 
into the safety of buildings attention has 
been drawn to the Randolph street terminal 
of the Illinois Central railway suburban sys- 
tem as a point where thousands of lives 
daily are put in jeopardy. 

Dr. C. R. Henderson of the University of 
Chicago, in an address before the Cook 
County Teachers’ association yesterday, 
charged the railroad company with lawless- 
ness. 

“Dees not the Illinois Central. railroad, 
‘with its dangerous terminal at Randolph 
street,”’ he asked, “‘ show an utter disregard 
for life and a recklessness Of conditions that 
tells of lawlessness in high life as well as in 
the slums?” 


Must Croge in Front of Trains. 


During the business rushes of.morning and 
evening thousands of persons pass trough 
the Randolph street station, whete they are 
obliged to cross ithe tracks in front of trains 
coming and going and engines switching the 
trains. In the fall, winter, and early spring 
the evening crowds pass throngh the place 
after dark, and the artificial lighting is in- 
sufficient. 

All of the switching necessary at the ter- 
minal of a suburban system of the size of the 
Illinois Central is done there at the place 
where crowds must walk upon the tracks, 
dodging in front of moving engines, and run- 
ning to catch trains about to leave. To add 
to the confusion, the engines keep up a con- 
tinual ringing of bells and the men stationed 
to guard human life constantly are shouting. 
Clouds of steam from the engines of the 
waiting trains alongside the inclines leading 
to the elevated platforms confuse the patrons 
of the road.

Refutes Statement That Gen. 
Leonard Wood Wasin the 
Rear at San Juan. 


DENIES ROOSEVELT TALK. 


States That President Never 
Had Such Conversation 
as Reported, | 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 9.—[{Special.]— 
Secretary Root, speaking for himself and 
the president, refutes the statement of 
Gen. James. H. Wilson before the senate 
military committee that Gen. Wood was in 
the rear at the battle of San Juan and that 
President Roosevelt in conversation with hin 
had admitted it Was true, 

The evidence in contradiction of Gen. Wil- 
son’s statement was offered by Secretary 
Reot during the hearing before the same 
committee. It is taken from a printed copy 
of the progeedings just issued. 4 

Secretary Root, when he went on the stand, 
stated that Gen. Wood not only was at the 
battle of San Juan but that his division com- 
mander had reported him for conspicuous 
bravery and for handling his troops so well 
con he desired to recommend him for promo- 
tion. 


Gen. Wood in Battle. 


~, The secretary further said that Gen. Wood~ 


Was-at the Bloody Ford “ in the hottest and 
heaviest fire that our men had to endure, 
whem the men were falling all around them."’ 

Continuing, he said: ‘* I think I ought to 
say, too, that a part of the facts upon which 
President Roosevelt determined, so far as 
was within his powers, to keep Gen. Wo8*® 
in the same order of relative rank where 
President McKinley had put him, was his 
personal knowledge of Gen. Wood's presence 
in that fight and of the éxtraordinary gal- 
lantry and efficiency he displayed as known 
to the president by his personal observation 
in the battle.” 


Denies Alleged Conversation. 


Secretary Root, in his testimony, referred 
to the alleged conversation between Gen. 
Wilson and President Roosevelt, then gov- 
ernor of New York; as follows: ' 

“*I think I ought to allude to the remarks 
of Gen. James H. Wilson here as to the con- 
versation with the president. Of course, the 
president cannot be a witness. The president 
informa,.me that Gen. Wilson is mistaken, 
and that ho such conversation regarding 
Gen. Wood's presence at the San Juan fight 
that day ever took place between him and 
Gen. Wilson.” 

A communication from the s@cretary of 
war to the committee containing the military 
record of Gen. Wood includes this extract 
from the report of Gen. Lawton: 

‘When through exposure and fatigue the 
infantry battalion lost its last officer(in the 
pursuit of Geronimo). Capt. Wood volun- 
teered to command it in addition to his duties 
as surgeon. In, this duty Capt. Wood dis- 
tinguished himself most.. It was mainly due 
to Capt. Wood’s loyalty and resolution that 
the expedition was successful.’

GHN JB GORDON 18 DRAD, 


LAST OF GREAT CONFEDERATE 
COMMANDERS PASSES AWAY. . 


Aged Soldier Had Been in Poor Health 
for Some Time—Iliness Became 
Acute Few Days Ago—He Served 
Through Civil War, Being Wounded 

in Varigus Battles—Elected to the 
United States Senate and Was Twice 
Governor of Georgia. 


Miami, Jan! 9.—[Special.]—Gen, John 
B. Gordon, the last of the great confederate 
commanders; died tonight at 10 o'clock. He 
had been growing weaker all day. He was 
delirious in his last moments and talked of 
the Appomattex campaign. | 

Gen, Gordon had been in poor health for 
some time, but his ailment became acute a 
few days ago. No arrangements have been 
made: for the funeral. 

He was born in Georgia In 1832, and edu- 
cated at the} University of Georgia. Before 
the war he practiced law, and in 1861 entered 
the confederate army as captain of infantry. 
He rose through the various grades, and in 
1863 Was a major general and a corps com- 
mander. When the army of Lee surrendered 
at Appomattox, Gen. Gordon was in com- 
mand of the Second army corps. During 
hostilities ha was wounded eight times, and 
bore on his face an ugly scar made by a union 
minie ball. 

After the war he took a prominent place 
among the pfogressive men of the south, and 
in 1868 ran as a democrat for governor of 
Georgia. In/1868 and in 1872 he was.a dele- 
gate to the @emocratic national convention, 
and in both years was a presidential elector. 

In 1872 he was elected to the United States 
senate and spon took rank as one of the most 
brilliant orators of that body. He was 
elected to suicceed himself, but resigned be- 
fore his term had expired, so that he could 
give more attention to his private affairs. In

AMERICAN LEAGUER SPRINGS A 
SURPRISE IN NEW YORK. 


Announcement That Griffith’s Team 
Will Play Sunday Games at Ridge- 
wood Park Acts Like a Bombshell 
and Causes a Strenuous Protest 

from President Ebbets of Brooklyn 
-Club, Who Terms It a Violation of 
Agreement.

Frank Farrell, the active owner of the 
Wew York American league club, threw 
something of a bombshell into Gotham base- 
ball circles by the announcement that his 
team would play Sunday baseball there next 
season. The positiveness with which the 
announcement was made and his own hur- 
‘Tied investigation of the facts caused Presi- 
dent Ebbets of the Brooklyn club to have 
- @6spasm, which quickly made itself felt along 
the telegraph wires in the form of strenuous 
protests to Ban Johnson, Garry Hermann, 
. and lesser magnates against this plan. 

| ‘Ebbets deciared the move was another 
“flagrant violation of the national agree- 
‘gnent’’ both in the letter and the spirit, that 
he would fight it through the local authori- 
ties and in every other way he could think 
of. But ‘‘the man with the silk hat” did 
not stir up any great commotion outside his 

own immediate environment. 

. There is nothing in the national agreement 
which.can be construed into prohibiting clubs 
locating their grounds anywhere within the 
boundaries of the cities included in the cir- 
= cult allotted to each league, and the grounds 
on which Treasurer Farre!! proposes to have 
q Griffith’s club play Sunday baseball are

Supposing it was impossible for the White 
Stockings to play Sunday baseball on the 
south side for some reason and Comiskey 
secured Sunday grounds on Goose island or 
ve out near Fifty-second avenue, it is not likely 
! that President Hart of the Nationals would 
claim a flagrant ‘violation of the national 
agreement,” which entitles the American 
league to maintain a club in “* Chicago and 
: does not say anything about the south sid. 
Moreover, Goose island would be as much of 
an infringement on Hart’s territorial rights 
as playing at Ridgewood park will infringe 

on Ebbet's rights in Brooklyn. 

Ebbet’s evidently needs a guardian ora 
keeper. His club doesn’t play Sunday base- 
ball either because he doesn’t want it to or 
because he can’t. If he doesn’t want it to 
it Is a dog in the manger trick to say no one 
else shall play on Sundays in greater New 
York. If he cannot for any reason, it must 
be because the authorities object. And if 
the New York American league club can 
establish the fact that Sunday baseball can 
be played on Long Island that will help 
Ebbets. If it can be played on one part of the 
island it can on all, and Ebbet’s park is 
located as favorably for Sunday games, so 
far as the neighborhood goes, and is more 
readily caked than Ridgéwood park. 

President Hart is authority for the state- 
ment that Sunday games have not been 
played by the New York or Brooklyn Na- 
tional heague clubs because the expense of 
maintaining separate’ plants was so great 
that the home team gained no financial ad-’ 
Vantage from such games, the visiting teams 
being the only one to profit. On that line 
Ebbets ought to be willing to let Farrel] 
play Sunday games, because it will4ncrease 
the chances of a deficit in the Highlanders’ 
treasury next fall. 

When the National league was struggling 
with the peace treaty last winter, trying to 
cram it down the unwilling throats of Brush 
and Ebbets, it will be remembered an at- 
tempt was made to change the wording of 
the treaty, which had been signed by the rival 
league committees, so as to restrict the new 
American league's plant to the island of 
Manhattan. At that time the American 
league ‘had not secured a location in New 
York and it was believed it could not under 
Such restrictions. This was to be a sop to 
Brush and Ebbets, the Brooklyn man object- 
ing most strenuously to the loss of Pitcher 
Donovan. Hermann then wired Ban John- 
son to know if the American league would 
submit to substituting “ Manhattan”’ for 
“New York.” in its circuit. Johnson wired

Afterwards Brush, Ebbets, and others of 
the National leaguers gave out. the impres-

There is more to fear from Brush than 
“from Ebbets in this matter. The Brooklyn 
man hag little weight in baseball, and there 
is considerable talk that the real owners 
of the club are tired of paying him a big 
ealary for talking so much. Brush has been 
Saying nothing. and is probably doing a heap 
of thinking. He may regard the move as in 
his tnterests. because the polo grounds are 
more advantageously located for Sunday 
games than Ridgewood park, and if such 
games are permitted he will reap a harvest 
without the necessity of maintaining another 

‘plant. Or he may be scheming to figure out 
some technicality whereby this new move 
can be construed into a loophole through 
which he may break the national agree- 
ment,. close his grip on Davis and Jones 
again, or, perhaps, steal a couple more 
American league stars.

Manager Ed Barrows of Detroit has come 

forward with-the most availableand fruitful 
Suggestion to mitigate the evils of the fou] 
strike rule, ‘if the efforts of the American 
league to rid the game of that hybrid prove 
sneffectual. He Stggests that batters be no 
longer declared out on foul flies caught. At 
first flush this may draw a storm of protest, 
because it is radical, and will rob the game 
of an occasional pretty play. But a second 
thought recalls the fact that few foul files 
are really difficult, and the mafority of them 
are of the popup variety, which makes the 
fans cuss loudest if the victim happens to 
be a favorite batter. It is no more radical 
than discarding the out on a foul bound, 
which would cause ridicule if revived today. 
Barrows argues that it would help the bat- 
ter to some extent and the first and third 
basemen and catchers considerably, by giv- 
ing them greater freedom in attending to 
their other duties. 

It would lack a great deal of overcoming 
the handicap of the foul strike rule, but it 
would certainly help some, and it has the 
“added advantage of being possible to make 
the change in spite of the autocratic instruc- 
tions given its rules committee by the Na- 
tional league.

We need not be unduly harsh in our judg- 


» ment of the managers of the theater, who

today are crushed, broken,, and 
ruined men. They could have had no con- 
ceivable evil motive for neglecting precau- 
tions that should have been adopted. The 
blame for the calamity does not rest upon 
them alone. It belongs in part to the city 
administration, the “ grafters ” in the city 
hall, aye, and if we choose to be perfectly 
eandid, to the newspapers and to other 
agencies self-appointed for the promotion 
of the public welfare. | : 
But, after all, the newspapers are not 
the agency appointed by the community to 
enforce city ordinances. There are officers 
chosen in accordance with law to see that 
the ordinances are strictly enforced. Dis- 
cretion to suspend some, dissect others, 
and annul still others was never committed 
to any executive officer with the knowledge 
or consent of the people who elected him. 
So, in all justice, it must be said that 
the chief responsibility rests upon the ci 
administration, which, either through care- 
lessness, sloth, or ignorance, or because 


it had incapable and corrupt servants, 


or from a mistaken sense of security, chose 
to let the theaters run themselves as they 
saw fit, without reference to any measures 
for the protection of human life. 

The managers must take their share of 
the blame, for, while they may be accused 
of nothing but criminal carelessness and 


of architects and builders that their theater 
was “ fireproof,” they cannot escape cen- 
sure. Nor can the owners, architect, and 
builders of the theater—and by builders we 
mean more especially those who had to do 
with the construction of the stage and the

He was, like most of 
the members of the upper classes in 
England, extremely hostile to the north, 
and advocated the intervention of the pow- 
ers in such a manner as to bring the war 
to an immediate conclusion, _He correctly 
believed that if England were to intervene 
the cause of the confederacy soon would 
become triumphant, for the southern ports, 
would then be opened and the confederacy, 
being encouraged to ship cotton, would be 
supplied with munitions of war, food, 
clothing, and railroad material in sufficient 
quantities to enable it to resist indefinitely 
the assaults of the north. 

‘What northern readers will complain of 
most in Mr. Gladstone’s attitude at the 
time was his manifest insincerity. He 
did not set forth his true reason for favor- 
ing the south, but constantly advanced a 
lumber of specious arguments, no one of 
which could have had much weight with 
him, for advocating the cause of the slave- 
holders’ rebellion. Mr. Gladstone’s own 
father, as is well known, was a Jamaica 
planter aud slave owner, and the son had

Mr. Gladstone was as inaccurate as a 
prophet as he was disingenuous as a states- 
man. He set forth a multitude of reasons 
to’account for his position, whereas he was 
controlled by only one. He spoke of “the 
liberation of southern trade and people 
from the law of tribute ” to the north, and 
said that in the north there prevailed a 
“spirit of protection and monopoly un- 
willing to surrender their food.” In his 
memorable speech at Newcastle Oct. 7, 
1862, Mr. Gladstone said: “ We know 
“quite well that the people of the northern 
“states have snot yet drunk of the cup 
“‘ which all the rest of the world see they 
“nevertheless must drink of.” He: said: 
“We may have our own opinions about 
“slavery. We may be for or against the 
“south, but there is no doubt that Jeffer- 
“son Davis and the other leaders of the 
“south bave made an army. They are 
“making, it appears, a navy; they have 
“made What is more than either—they 
“have made a nation.” 
Louis Blanc, then living in exile in Eng- 
land, said he feared that Gladstone at New- 
-eastie had yielded to the temptation of 
courting popularity—in other words, he 
had played the demagogue. The cause of 
the south was popular, and he catered to 
the element that wished to see it succeed. 
Lord John Russell, although a southern 
sympathizer himself, rebuked Gladstone 
his unseemly language, which was not 
only improper but most unbecoming in a 
minister of the crown. Hesaid: “I think 


“speakers must be allowed when you said 
“that Jeff Davis had ‘made a nation.’ 
“ Recognition would seem to follow, and for 
'“that step I think the cabinet is not pre- 
** nared.”’ 
Lord Palmerston—also a friend of the 
south—caused semi-official contradiction of 
Gladstone’s speech to be made a week 
later by Lewis at Hereford. | : 
Unkind and intemperate as Mr. Glad- 
stone’s utterances were during the war, he 
nobly atoned for them in later life, when 
he admitted that he had made in his speech 
Neweastle “an undoubted error,” “the 
most singular and palpable and the least ex- 
cusable”’ of all he had committed during 
his publie life. He continned: “ My of-

The American people accepted this 
amende honorable in the spirit in which it 
was offered, and in later years Mr. Glad- 
stone himself said that the United States 
was that country of the world in which 
the most signal marks of. public honor had 
been paid him, and in which his name had 
been most popular. That was written as 
late as July, 1896. 

The attitude of Mr. Gladstone with ref- 
erence to the north during the civil war 
was the more remarkable because he had 
ever been known as the friend of liberty.

It was 
long, disconnected, incoherent, and was 
chiefly remarkable for.the space wasted in 
headlines. It would require six columns of 
the News and Courier, by actual measure- 
ment, to contain the headlines printed by the 


’ Boston newspaper over its first day's ac- 


counts of the Chicago fire. 

THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE printed a calm, in- 
telligible, satisfactory account of the dread- 
ful disaster, which filled nearly eight pages 
of that paper, giving the cause of the fire, 
the extent of the damages, the scenes of the 
tragedy, the names of the dead and miss- 
ing, and a vast deal of information valua- 
ble to the public, and with just enough space 
devoted to headlines to hold the story to- 
gether. The account printed in Tue TRisB- 
UNE was connected, coherent, and in every 
way excellent.

EVERY DAY THANKSGIVING. 
BY THE REV. H. L. JONES. 


Giving thanks always for all things unto God 
and the Father in the name of our Lord Jesus 
Christ.—Eph., v., 20. 

HANKSGIVING day gratitude is a good 
thing, but everyday gratitude is better. 
The one may be merely a mood in life; 


the other must be a mode of life. It } 


is the difference between a sentiment 
idealized and a principle realized. 

A sense of personal obligation to God is 
not common, even among the best of men, 
They have to go so far afield to find it that 
their excursions are infrequent. The fact 
that our blessings are shared by so many 
weakens our sense of personal obligation. I 
recognize the benefits of sun and shower and 
changing seasons, but I reagon that I might 
die tomorrow without affecting the beneficent 
program. I walk on pavements and cross 
bridges without a thought of gratitude to the 
municipality. Gratitude has an aversion to 
long journeys, and commonly avails itself of 
the nearest stopping place. I am grateful 
to the teacher who taught me the truth, butt 
seldom see as far as the great scientist whd 
realized that in his discoveries he was but 
thinking God's thoughts after him. Few 
have the piety and patience to reflect that— 
Back of the loaf is the snowy flour.

The secret of everyday thanksgiving is to 
find God within, béfore we seek him without.

Frontier settlements, where supplies are apt to give 
out on account of lack of facilities for communica- 
tion, have furnished more thanetheir share of blind 
men from this cause. The drug in these cases has usually masqueraded 
onder the form of essence of Jamaica ginger, lemon, peppermint, or cin- 
namon, wood alcohol having been used in their manufacture by un-

Some insects lay oval eggs, others cylindrical, others spherical, Some 
eggs are like Grecian water bottles, others have crowns on the top. Some 
have rims, grooves, and projecting points of ornamentation. In some the 
lines around the exterior entwine in beautiful order, in others lines and 
flutings prevail, as if they had just come from the hands of a skillful en- 
graver. A fine lace covering envelops ‘the surfaces of several insects’ 
eggs. Many are tinted and colored, while others display an iridescence

Biblical critics dispute or defend the authenticity 
of the site; the local people, however, maintain that this was the scene 
of the miracle, and the ruins of more than one vanished edifice k how 
the imaginations of kings, and governors, and pious conquero were 
drawn to and fascinated by the legend. There is the tomb! They lead 
you to the dark aperture in the limestone rock with as absolute a certitude 
as that with which any custodian anywhere exhibits a recognized monu- 
ment. Here, say they, Lazarus was borne in, a corpse; and hence did 
Lazarus issue living and glad, called back from the invisible life which he 
had commenced, to exist again, a man among men, for the glory of heaven 
and the wonder and new courage of mankind. Inside, at the bottom of 
a broken stone stairway, was the square and vaulted chamber, half nat- 
ural, perhaps, half hewn out, as was the custom. Round the somber sides 
some receptacles were cut imto the rock to hold bodies; and here and there

about 40 years of age or older. The patient complains at first of being 
unable to see well at a distance and of difficulty in reading the printed 
page. He is unable to get glasses to improve the vision. These cases 
never become totally blind, as they do in wood alcohol poisoping, but the 
cause being not early recognized, and the ingestion of the beverage not 
stopped, useful vision is lost. | | 

It should be remarked that beer drinkers are not so liable to this dis- 
order as whisky and brandy drinkers. The danger is in direct proportion 
to the amount of alcohol present in the beverage. In rare instances to- 
bacco produces this disease when used alone; however, it is the use of 
cheap tobacco, smoked in short, foul pipes, in combination with the daily 
consumption of liquors for a considerable time, that commonly produces 
the disease, as we observe it in this country. ; 

The Turks, who do not drink spirituous liquor, but who smoke in- 
temperately, are almost free from tobacco blindness. It is thought this 
immunity is due to the kind of pipe they use—the hookah—the long stem, 
and the water through which the smoke passes precipitates the nicotine 
and other poisonous substances before they reach the mouth, and there- 
fore they do not enter the system. The better quality of tobacco they use 
probably has something to do with this immunity. | 

The eyes of men blind from the use of either kind of alcohol have 
a normal appearance, no redness or swelling is seen, nor pain felt. This 
absence of any appearance of disease of the eyes lulls the victim into a 
false security, from which he may be aroused only when he is almost 
blind and cure rendered impossible. The disease affects the nerve ele- 
ments of the eye only, the retina and optic nerve.

Then we reascended, 
and after a short rest in the “ House of Olives,” for 
such is the meaning of Bethany, we finished our ride 
and entered Jerusalem. A few days afterwards, by 
the favor of the courteous Ottoman governor, I ob- 
tained permission to take those two stones from the 
tomb, and a camel brought them to me before our 
departure. The marks were upon them; they were 
the small stones I had noticed cumbering the floor. 
It was not wrong, I hope, to transfer them, as was 
afterwards done, to England, where, indeed, they lie 
now, fulfilling the desire of the dear and noble heart, 
and furnishing a little unknown humble link be- 
tween the two resting places, one upon the Mount of 
Olives and one in the Kentish churchyard.

The rapid increase in the number of people using 
wood ‘alcohol in their daily work. makes it impera- — 
tive that they should know the danger which they 
thus incur.

(marked “ Poison’ attached to each package or 
bottle sold information regarding the danger to 
sight in working with it in confined spaces in an 
atmosphere of high temperature, or of applying 
it to large areas of the skin, as in washing the arms 
and face. 

Its substitution for grain alcohol in articles to be 
used internally is criminal, and no doubt the present 
laws are sufficient to punish the dishonest man- 
ufacturer. Its use in liniments and _ barbers’ 
supplies should be made punishable by a fime.

habit of wearing actually shabby clothing;. 


some of the articlgs, inded, seem practically 
new.. The oldest and shabbiest are so 
brushed, cteaned, and refurbished by the 
devoted women of St. Paul's that they reach

“SAY “TICK-TICK”? 


Berlin Psychologist Finds There Is 
Reason for 
Beating. 


ICK-TOCK, that familiar sound accom- 
panying the swinging of the pendulum 
of every clock, has been made the stb- 
ae of an imteresting investigation by 


O.. Rosenbach, a Berlin psychologist. - 


While studying the peculiarities of the sounds 
produced by the pulsations of the human 
heart, the irregularity of the heart beats and 


thetr pronounced rhythmic character sug- 


gested to the observer @ comparison with the 
clock’s tick-tock. 

He set about to ascertain the case of the 
difference in the ticks of the pendulum. but 
neither scientists nor iaymen, neither clock- 
makers nor owners of clocks wefe able to 
give him the desired information. Some 
scientists considered the matter as too trivial 
and unimportant to give it any thought, while 
others expressed’ the belief that the differ- 
ence in the sound was caused by some siigat 
irregularities in the arms ‘of the escapement 
mechanism. The general opinion seemed to 
be that it was merely a matter of chance 
whether the “‘tick’’ accompanied the left 
and the “ tock”’ the right beat of the pendu- 
lum or vice versa. 


“Tick” Accompaniés Right Beat. 

Dr. Resembach was not satisfied with the 
information obtained-and decided to investi- 
g~te the problem on his ewn account... The 
first impertant discovery he madé was that 
the “ tick " always marks the moment when 
the pendulum reaches the extreme point of 
denotation from the perpendicular on its 
beat te the right, while the reaching of its 
swing limit to the left is marked by the 

“tock” He. found that rule applied to alf 
clocks, trrespective of their size and the 
length of the pendulum. The intensity of the 
sounds and their character varied consider- 
ably according to the size of the parts of the 
mechaaism, but in every instance the” tick” 
accompanied the right, the “ tock ” the left 
beat. 

To find the cause of the difference in the 
two sounds the observer studied the mechan- 
ism of a number of clocks. He fdund that 
owing to the fact that the anchor of the 
escapement mechanism is above the rotating 
escapement wheel and in the same plane 
with it, the conditions under which its arms 
strike the cogs of the wheel are not the same 
for both arms. One of the arms of the 
anchor strikes against a cog of the wheel 
moving upward, in a direction opposed to 
that of the anchor, while the .other..arm 
strikes against the cog while itis moving 
downward, nearly in the same as 
the anchor. 


Caused by Differing Contact. é 

The result of the unequal conditions under 
which the two arms of the anchor engage 
the cegs of the escapement wheel is, nat- 
urally, an acoustic difference im the sounds 
produced by the comtact of the parts. The

downward moving anchor with the rising 
cogs of the wheel, the “ tock ¥ by that of the

Herman Justi About to Issue 
a Report on South and 
Country in General. 


BIG OUTPUT OF YEAR. 


Farmers Have Their Old Mort- 
gages Paid Off and Money 
in the Bank. 


An optimistic view of conditions in this 
wountry, especially in the south, is held by 
Herman Justi, commissioner of the Illinois 
Coal Operators’ association. 

“T- am firmly cenvinced,”’ he says in a re- 
port that will shortly be issued, “that if 
the present era of prosperity is to be abrupt- 
ly terminated it will be because of our own 
folly, and not on account of unfavorable or 
unnatural ¢onditions in the industrial world. 
Despite the fact that Wall street has given 
the country a needless scare, there are re- 
ports from the west indicating that farmers, 
with few exceptions, have money in bank, 
cribs full of grain, and have paid off their 
mortgages. 

South Has Largest Surplus. 


“ The south today owes less and has more 


Money. or its equivalent than ever before in 


its history. A prominent southern man 
states that this year the large annual in- 
crease in returns to the south from all in- 
dustries, agricultural and mineral products 
above any annual sum which was realized 
from industries, mines, and agriculture in 
vears prior to the civil war, or for several 
vears immediately following, would be as 
great as the value of the slaves that were 
liberated by Abraham Lincoln's proclama- 
tion. This is hard to believe, for the 3,600,- 
000 slaves set free were valued at $2,000, - 
BOO, 000."’ 

As evidence of pfosperity in general Mr. 
Justi says shippers continue to complain of 
an insufficient supply of cars. He admits 
that the conduct of certain labor leaders 
in Chicago and New York has tended to 
check activity in certain industries, but adds 
that this may be to the country’s gain, since 
much of the proposed expansion was only

The 
result, he says, is a-loss of energy and an 
invitation to disease. The majority of thase 
who violate the laws of health by overeating 
do so, he asserts, through ignorance and not 
because they are gluttons. 
The author has found a way how not ‘to 
eat too much, according to his own state- 
ment, and, at the same time, eat all the 
appetite desires and in a way combining a 
ruaximum of good taste and a minimum of 
cost and waste. The monetary saving by 
economic nutrition, he adds, is of little mat- 
ter as compared with the saving of the waste 
of energy and the menace of disease. | 


Contrary to Nature. 

In his introduction Mr. Fletcher said: | 

‘Nature never intended that we should 
weaken, depress, and distress ourselves in 
the way that is common to present day living, 
as is made evident by the prevalence of dis- 
comfort and disease relative to our daily 
food. Nature’s plan of evolution doesnot 
work that way in genera! ; does not retrogade 
in the progress of the improvement of plants 
and dumb animals, and certainly does not 
intend that man, the first assistant of na- 
ture in the cultivation of things and in the 
domestication of the powerful natural forces, 
should suffer and become degenerate con-. 
trary to the general law.” tas

taste.

Washington, D. C., Jan, 9.—The response 
of Senator Reed Smoot of Utah to the charges 
made against him has been presented to the 
senate committee on privileges and elec- 
tions by Senator Burrows, chairman of that 
committee. The document is in printed 
form. It was agreed that at the regular 
meeting of the committee to be held next 
Saturday the attorneys for Mr. Smoot and 
for the petitioners should be heard. ‘The 
committee will decide whether to go farther 
into the matter or to dispose of it without 
further evidence. 

Regards Only Two Charges. 
Mr. Smoot submits in answer to charges 
against him the following: 

“This respondent is advised and ayers 
that but two of the charges made against him 
in said protests, either directly or by imp!ica- 
tion, are such as, if true, could legally affect 
his right to hold his seatin the senate, These 


two charges are: 

“1. That the respondent is a polygamist. 

“2. That he ig bound by some oath or obli- 
gation which is inconsistent with the oath 
required by the constitution, which was ad- 
ministered to him before he took his seat as 
a senator. 

‘* Both these charges respondent denies. 

‘* As to the charge that he is a polygamist, 
the respondent says that he was married 
on the 17th day of September, 1884, to Alpha 
May Eldridge. She jis still his wife, and isthe 
He has never had 
any other wife, and has never cohabited with 
any other woman. | 


No Oath Above That of Senator. 


‘As to the charge that the respondent Is 
bound by some oath or obligation cortrolling 
his duty under oath as a senator, the re- 
spondent says that he has never taken any 
such oath or in any way assumed any such 
obligation.

IN THE INSURANCE FIELD 


RATE WAR FEARED IF PLEDGE 
PLAN IS UNSUCCESSFUL. 

Underwriters’ Association Will Mect 
on Wednesday to Consider Trouble 
Over Violation of Commission 
Agreements—Secret Service Depart- 
ment Favored—Old Officers to Be Re- 
lected—North American Accident: 
Pays First Iroquois Claim. 


The annual meeting of the Chicago Under- 
writers’ association, to be held on Wednes- 
day, will be of special interest in view of the 
impending trouble over the violations of the 
commission and other agreements. Should 
the pjedge plan recommended by the com- 
mttee of fifteen be found unsuccessful a rate 
war is regarded as inevitable. 

While President Teall doubtless will review 
the situation in his annual address, not much 
action can be taken because of the postpone- 
ment of the threatened opening of rates until 
Feb. 1. It is expected the proposed plan for 
a commissioner to detect and prosecute 
offenders will be adopted, and that provision 
may. be made for a secret service for the ac- 
cumulation of evidence. It has been demon- 
strated that the members, while they will 
complain among themselves of violations of 
the rules, will not make official complaint and 
will not furnish the needed evidence. 

There is every indication that the present 
officers will be re@lected without opposition. 
No one is disposed to contest the honor with 
President Teall. The nominees for the exec- 
utive committee are George W. Montgomery, 
Conrad Witkowsky, and Joseph M. Wile, 
with Bernard F. Rogers to fill the vacancy 
caused by the resignation of A. F. Shaw. 

The North American Accident company of Chi- 
cago has paid the first claim growing out of the 
Iroquois disaster. The payment was $5,000 on the 
life of Dr. J. A. Oakey of Englewood, who was 
killed, together with his two children. The policy 
did not carry the usual provision of double idemnity 
for death in a burning building. ‘The Travelers’ is 
paying $10,000 under the double indemnity clause 
on a $5,000 accident policy on William Palmer, 
and an indemnity of $100 a week under the came 
clause to H. S. Van Ingen, who was badly burned. 
It is conceded that had the fire occurred at night, 
when the proportion of men would have been re- 
versed, the accident companies might easily have 
lost several hundred thousand dollars under their 
double indemnity clauses. 

The attorneys for the Ilinois insurance depart-' 
ment yesterday filed the brief in the cases against 
the wildcat insurance companies, which have 
been appealed. The new surplus line law of IIli- 
nols, which went into effect on July 1, provides for 
a& payment by the licensed special agents under it 


of a tax of 2 per cent on premiums placed in unad- 


mitted companies. The Illinois insurance depart- 
ment, in sending out blanks for the reporting of 
these taxes, says: 

*“*In making this return it will not,be necessary 
to include the premium paid to individuals or as- 
sociations that furnish Lloyds’ insurance, as at this 
time we cannot see that a demand for payment of 
taxes on business placed by Lioyds under the sur- 
plus line law would be consistent under the pro- 
visions of the statute and the decision of the Su- 
preme court in Barnes vs. people, 168, II) ”’ 

This is a recognition of Lloyds as individuals, in 
the eyes of the law, and therefore, not subject to 
the usual res(tictions on insurance corporations. 

> 

An element in the Chicago Underwriters’ asso- 
clation asserts that membership on the executive 
committee, to which three persons are elected 
quarterly, serving a year, fs not generally dis- 
tributed, certain members being put on repeated- 
ly. while others never geta place. An amendment 
will be voted on at the annual meeting next 
Wednesday, increasing to two years the present 
limit of a year within which a retiring member of 
the committee is not eligible to re@lection. 

The new paper mill schedule of the union has 
been issued and will be applied generally in the 
west, it being an adaptation of several! schedules 
on this class. Three basis rates are given, based 
upon fire protection, private, and municipal. 

The Firemen’s of Baltimore has “withdrawn 
from Kansas and Nebraska, considering the bus- 
iness there as undesirable because of the de- 
moralization in rates. 

Capt. Frederick Pabst, the Milwaukee brewer 
who @ied last week, carried £165,000 lif> insur- 
ance, of which $100,000 was in the Equitable Life.

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RAILROAD RATES TOO HIGH 


INTERSTATE BOARD FINDS PROOF 
OF EXCESSIVE CHARGES. 


Recent Advance of Grain Tariff Made 
When Busipess Was Increasing 
Rapidly—Evidence That Big Ship- 
pers Do Not Pay the Full Price— 
Commissioner Prouty Finds That 
with Increase of Prices Service Has 
Been Crippled for Economy’s Sake. 


Startling disclosures as to the conditions 
which led railroad companies to advance 
the rates on grain, flour, and provisions from 
Missouri river points to Chicago are being 
made at the inquiry into the matter by the 
interstate commerce commission. The hear- 
ing has been in progress here two days and 
will bé resumed tomorrow morning. 

According to the testimony taken thus far 
-the railroads have been raising the grain 
rates at times when business was improving 
and net earnings were increasing. 


Advance from 9 to 14 Cents. 

According to Gata in the hands of the com- 
mission the rate on grain from Missouri! 
river points to Chicago in January, 1894, 
was 9 cents a 100 pounds. Since then the 
rate has fluctuated because of rate wars 
and the alleged gulf competition until Dec. 
15, 1902, when the published rate was 14 
cents. When the rate was advanced to 14 
cents business was increasing rapidly. 

“Do you consider the advanced rate fair 
and reasonable?’ and “‘ What were the rea- 
sons for advancing the rate?” were ques- 
tions asked the freight traffic managers by 
Mr. Cowan, the attorney for the commission. 

In every instance the reply was in the 
affirmative. In one instance a witness re- 
plied that the shipping rate was advanced 
because operating expenses of his road had 
increased. 

The cross examination showed that. the 
increased cost of operation was due to a 
thirty mile extension, the cost of which came 
out of the earnings. Of the five witnesses 
examined none was able to tell what the 
actual cost of transporting grain was. 


Lower Rate to Big Shippers. 

It seems to be the opinion of the commis- 
sion that the high tariff rates are not exacted 
of all shippers. The attention of the com- 
mission is said to have been called to the fact 
that notwithstanding*the Elkins law and the 
outstanding injunctions of the United States 
courts, allowances are made by the rall- 
ro2ds to powerful manufacturing industries 
throughout the country. It is alleged that 
many of the large manufacturing interests 
have established switching roads and short 
stub lines ,for which they are allowed a 
proportion of the through rate, or an al- 
lowance for transferring cars from and to 
their industries, These allowances in some 
instances are said to amount to $15 a car. 

Commissioner Prouty, at the close of yes- 
terday’s session, expressed himself tersely 


about the present conditions on the railroads.. 


He said the railroads, notwithstanding the 
high and profitable rates they make, have 
been retrenching so much as to impair the 
efficiency of their service. Laws are neces- 
sary. he said, to prevent such horrible rail- 
road wrecks as lately occurred on the Ralti- 
more and Ohio, Pére Marquette, and Rock 
Island railroads. 


Burt Coming to Chicago. 


A dispatch from Omaha yesterday stated 
that Horace G. Burt, the retiring president 
of the Urion Pacific railway, has so!d his

Chicago. This is taken as an indication by 
people there that Mr. Burt will succeed 
President Marvin Hughitt of the Chicago 
and Northwestern, 

The report that Mr. Hughitt is to retire 
from the presidency of the Northwestern in 
the near future is denied by Mr. Hughitt 
himself. There is scarcely a doubt, how- 
ever, that Mr. Burt will soon be magdea 
vice president of the Northwestern, as stated 
in THe TRIBUNE last Friday. :

The bear pen is one of the features of every village, and in 
it the creature is fed and cared for from spring till October, 
perhaps, when the creature is strong enough to threaten the 
cage. While there is a sacredness attaching to the bear, ft 
is not regarded as are the gods of the-Ainos, for before killing. 
the creature for the bear feast an explanation is made to the 
gods concerning the sacrifice, | ‘ 

While this ceremonious explanation and drinking of saké 
is going on, the woman who nursed the bear sits at one side, 
silent and in tears. Offerings of saké are made to the bear 
in the cage, and dancings around it finally arouse the creature 
within, which not infrequently sets up ¢ howl, The anima! 
is taken out of the cage by three of the bravest young men, 
and is led around by them as a concession.of freedom. Three 
blunt and ornamented wooden arrows are shot against him, 


and then, with a stick in his mouth, the creature is led out- | 


side within the sacred fence and crushed by means of a heavy 
log, upon ‘which the people balance and teeter. 

When the bear is cut up for the feast the head ifs left 
within the skin, and this skin Is not removed from the skull 
till the day following the feast, at which most of the male 
feasters are made drunk ftom saké. Afterward the skull 
is placed upon the sacred hedge as an object of veneration.
